LIBERIA UPRISING COMICAL. 


Troops Fire at Each Other But the 
People Give no Heed. 

Berlin, Apri) 2—The disturbance 
between the natives and the goverm- 
ment troops in Liberia is more comic 
than serious, according to a report 
which the admiralty has received 
irom the commander of the German 
gunboat Sperber. ‘The gunbost ar- 
rived at Cape Palmas on February 
23rd, 

The captain says that he offered to 
disperse the insurgents. Gen. Pad- 
more, of the Liberian army, declined 
the assistance. The government troops 
then opened a desuftory fire, to which 
the revolutionisis on the opposite 
bank of the Palins river replied. 
The other inhabitants of Cape Palmas 
did not cease their usual occupations 
during the firing, but the insurgents, 
on seeing the Sperber, retired inland. 

No danger to life or property exist- 
ed when the Sperber left Cape Palmas 
on February 24th, The advices re- 
ceived by the admiralty declare that 
the Liberians ordered the Bperber’s de- 
parture is untrue,

She need not first stop to even. consider 
the often vexing problem as to whether 
or not she iq going to be able to get it 
properly made up, and in due season, 
she knows that her own ekilfulnese in 
artistic needlework will warrant her in 
the purchase of any desirable piece of 
goods of which she can afford the initial 
purchsse price, In the quiet of her own 
home she can, by pleasant, industrious 
utilization of her spare time, nimbly 
werk into a garment of her own; any 
design that may have caught her eye 
and pleased her fancy; rhe can keep her 
wardrobe always nicely furnished with 
a pretty variety of neat, tasty gowns; 
can, with the least possible expendi- 
ture—either of money or of nervous en- 
ergy—keep the old gowns up-to-date, and 
new ones supplied ae occasion prompts: 
In this way she possessts the indescrib- 
able satisfaction of knowing that she ‘is 
strictly in style, and that it costes her 
practically nothing “extra.” 

Any woman, with just a disposition to 
ordinary neatness, carefulnése and indus- 
try, especially in the needlework line, 
can readily acquire the necessary talent 
to be her own dressmaker. The great 
Edison says that genius is not inepira- 
tion at all; that it is only common per- 
spiration. Hence all she needs, to make 
her a talented dressmaker (a genius), is 
to be shown just how to begin; then to 
plant (as she would a seed) her determin- 
ation in the ground of industry, and 
under the faithful instructions of an 
able teacher she may patiently and con- 
fidently watch that determination grow, 
by the Edisonian process, until it has 
developed into real genius, 

The basis of the art is the knowing 
how to cut and mode) by tape-line meas- 
urements, following accurately a rule 
of proportions carefully calculated to 
produce the best possible effect and ap- 
pearance in the completed garment. This 
part of the work consists of a few sim- 
ple principles that are easily mastered 
by careful practice under a competent 
instructor. The actual sewing and join- 
ing of parts, although important, is sec- 
ondary in importance to this; and few 
will find much difficulty in training for 
accuracy in that part of the work, or in 
the finishing part. The all-important 
things to be striven for are, (1) The fix- 
ing in the mind the fundamental prin- 
ciples, and (2) the development of the 
artistic nature, which makes the “train- 
ed eye.” These things come by repeated 
practice of the right kind. Following 
this method ,things are cut to fit; not | 
cut and fitted. 

The writer has devoted eleven patient 
years to actual dressmaking and suit- 
making in different cities in the United 
States, Omaha, Nebraska, “sing my late 
home city. During that time I have 
concentrated my best efforts to the per- 
fecting and simplifying of a system of 
garment cutting that would ‘be practical 
and satisfactory in every detail, For 
many vears I have experienced unlooked 
for and increasing success in my work 
and practice; and I hold that this is due 
chiefly, if not altogether, to my acquired 
thoroughness of understanding of the 
technical requirements of correct and 
accurate measuring and of modeling and 
cutting patterns and garments.
